WOMAN CRUSHED BY CUT 


OF CARS MEETS INSTANT 


DEATH SUNDAY MORNING 


Caught 
beiween ihe coupling of 


two freight cars in 1ho H. & O. yards 
Sunday morning while e^oute to ne.r 
place ot employment, Mrs. C- M, Spi- 
cer, aged 
41 years, 
was horribly 


crushed about the chest and abdomen 
and her body fell lifeless to the P'ack 
when the two cars were pulled apart. 


The woman's agonizing scream, as' 


she saw her impending fate, was pit- 
iful, and it came too late to save her 
Irom death in a horrifying form. No 
one who heard her cry of terror could 
slop the engine which was pushing 
the car toward the woman and the 
tragedy 
occurred so quickly that it 


was some time before any of the eyo 
witnesses realized that anything se- 
rious was wrong. 
As far as is known but two per- 


sons saw the accident. 
One of these 


was Harvey Moore, an employe of C. 
\ IX Lake, at the livery stable near Wy- 
'oming street, between Clinton street 
and Hudson avenue. 


Mr. Moore, when seen by the Ad- 


vocate reporter, said he was about 60 
feel from the scene of the accident. 


Mrs. 
Spicer stepped from the plat- 


form at the station and started across 
jthe tracks just 
west of the depot 


(near Franklin street. She apparently 
Tailed to notice that the switch en- 
gine was working on the track and 
started across between two cars 


As she stepped onto the track, the 


engine was siartcd, and the space be- 
tween the two cars rapidly decreased 


Reforo she could gain a point ol 


safety on the north or west side of 
(the track, she was caught between 


the couplings and her life crushed 
out. 


Mr. Moore realized that the woman 


was at least seriously hurt and he no- 
ticed that a railroad employe who 
was working near had gone to her 
assistance so he rushed to the engine 
and told the engineer not to move 
the engine as 
awoman was caught 


between the cars. At that time he 
thought her arm or clothing might 
have been caught and that any at- 
tempt to separate the cars might re- 
sult in further injuries. 


However, as soon as her true plight 


was discovered the signal was given 
to back the car next to the engine and 
ler body was released. 
The interval 


between the instant when the cars 
closed in on the unfortunate woman 
and 'w hen she was released was only 
a matter of seconds but it seemed 
several minutes before the body was 
laid beside the track. 
It was then 


seen that the woman was beyond hu- 
man aid and_she died before the ar- 
rival ot the ambulance.

from a 


wreck caused by a mile-a-minute pas- 
senger train at Neenah 
yesterday 


crashing into a party of 31 merry 
young persons loaded on a hay rack. 
A big billboard

And Landing of Italian

ULTIMATUM IS PREPARED 


Will Be Sent to Turkey Stating

Constantinople, Sept. 25. — The

for embarkation to Tripoli to reenforce 
the 30,000 Turkish troops 
already;

Constantinople, Sept.

all Turkey fighting mad over Italy's 
attempt to seize Tripoli and awaken- 
ed to the fact that she must fight to 
maintain her territory, all classes in. 
Turkey are rallying to the support of 
the government. 
The First

corps is being rushed off to Tripoli 
to reinforce the 30,000 troops 
al- 


ready there. The order expelling all 
Italians from Turkish territory is irt 
the hands of the premier and signed 
by the Sultan, and it will be issued 
as soon as war is round to be inev- 
itable. 
Italy's attempt 
to acquire 


Tripoli by sheer strength and annex 
the territory from Turkey is watched 
with interest by other European ca'p- 
itals. It is feaied that -it will open 
anew the Mediterranean problem just 
at a time when it seemed that it was 
to be settled. 


Rome, Sept. 25.—Turkey must yield

This is the report given out at the 
Foreign Office and an ultimatum to 
Turkey to this effect is being prepared. 


Ominous reports have heen received 


here and they are apparently authentic. 


A dispatch from Port Said says that 


the Turks have captured the Italian 
liner Regina Margherita at Merztna. 
This steamer is one of the fleet or the 
Navigaziont Generale Italiana, of Ge- 
noa. This is regarded as a casus belli 
by diplomats, though the reason for 
the seizure is not known here. 


It is also learned that Italians have 


landed at three points on the coast oC 
Tripoli 
If this was clone with the ac- 


quiescence of the Italian Government 
it would constitute the first Overt act 
on 
I he part of Italy. 


The Italian Government is moving 


rapidly and with determination. Its 
plans are no longer concealed and its 
attitude is favored by all classes, ex- 
cept the advanuced section of the So- 
cialists, who threaten to call a gen- 
eral strike in the event of hostilities. 


Although not attaching 
much Im- 


portance to the strike the Government 
is acting with the greatest prudence in 
every way and has decided to call to 
the colors 112,000 reservists, so as to 
bo prepared for all emergencies botli 
at home and abroad. 


According to the information in of- 


ficial circles today the 
Government 


still hopes to effect an amicable ar- 
rangement with Turkey whereby Italy 
will secure a lease of Tripoli under 
the sovereignty of 
Turkey, staying 


•therefore an annual rental. If Turkey 
definitely refuses to meet this propo- 
sal Italy \vill proceed with military 
measures.

One of the Helps to a Charming Home. 
HE fine art of home-making Is built up of many things. The fur- 


nishings are quite as important as the cuisine, and the right at- 
mosphere is as essential as either. The one who goes into a home 


_

the right choice of draperies.

Draperies in soft, unobtrusive colors are best for the ordinary home.

vista. If the eye is arrested at this doorway by something striking, and 
,at the doorway beyond by another noticeable effect, it is like being startled 
by successive unexpected exclamations. 
And effects that put one's nerves 


on the jump, so to speak, are not artistic. 


When buying draperies for the home, these quiet effects seem, to 


many, too simple and unobtrusive. 
In the shop, away from the other 


furnishings of the home, these things look very plain, and so the home- 
maker selects something gayer or more fancy. 
But when she gets her 


selection home, she finds the effect quite different. 
These gay things 


are, in the home, "spotty," or fussy, while those which seemed plain would 
have been restful and artistic. 


So, in building the Home Beautiful, study carefully the matter of 


draperies. 
Do not think that these are a small detail that will not count 


for much in the general effect. 
The wrong draperies can detract much 


•from the effect of fine furniture or beautiful pictures, and the right 
[draperies can add much to the beauty-value of the simplest furnishings. 
Jf you v. ish to take a degree in the fine art of home-making, let the por- 
tieres and other draperies slip perfectly Into your scheme of furnishing, 
'so that you will feel their beauty of color and charm of line without 
^scarcely beinE conscious of their individuality.

Than Reveres God,

Pastor Russell Proclaims the Rising 


Sun

Righteousness 
Will Soon 


Scatter the Clouds and Reveal the 
True Character of the Creator—Di- 
vino Justice and Love Will Be 
Clear to Human Vision.

P a s t o r Russell's 
address at the Op- 
era llouse was the 
event of the day. 
As usual he had 
the closest atten- 
tion and a crowd- 
ed house. Ills text 
was, 
"Lovers of 


p l e a s u r e more 
than lovers of God; 
having a form of 
godliness but de- 


nying the power thereof. 
From such 


turn away." 
(II Timothy iii, 4, 5.) 


He said:— 


Our text could scarcely apply better 


to present-day conditions If St. Paul 
had written the words this very day. 
The world seems to be going pleasure- 
niiid. 
Very evidently we are in the 


"perilous times" mentioned in the con- 
text. It is proper that we investigate 
this tendency toward pleasure and 
formality as respects religion. 
What 


is the cause of this condition? It is 
not because mankind have naturally 
more desire for pleasure than for God. 
On the contrary, Phrenology shows us 
that the very highest organs of the 
human mind are those which relate to 
spirituality and reverence. Under nor- 
mal conditions, therefore, all mankind 
might reasonably be expected to.have 
their chief pleasure in spiritual things, 
in harmony with a proper reverence 
for their Creator and His will. 


What has changed this natural' con- 


dition, and turned the hearts of men 
away from reverence for God and spir- 
itual things to more sensuous pleas- 
ures, with merely an outward form 
of piety?

For a long time we 
blindly nnd stupidly worshiped our 
creed-idols, fighting for ourselves and 
against others. Contributing our mon- 
ey to the point of sacrifice and self- 
denial, we built costly temples, each 
party for his own idol. 


We were kept so busily engaged in 


thus fighting and working and build- 
ing, that we did not stop to carefully 
notice the horrible outlines of these 
idols, nor to consider their blasphe- 
mous misrepresentations ot the true 
God of Justice, Wisdom. Love, Power. 


The Day Dawn Is Upon Us 


The Apostle says. "They that sleep, 


sleep in the night and they that are 
drunken arc drunken in the night.'' 
Many thus have been asleep and have 
dreamed terrible things respecting the 
future which our Heavenly Father has 
ordained for His creatures. Various 
hallucinations and nightmares have 
nllHctod us. 
Many have been drunk- 


en with the wine of false doctrines, 
mentioned in the Apocalypse, which 
tells us (hat this "drunkenness" or stu- 
pefaction of error has extended to all 
nations of Christendom (Rev. xviii. 3). 


We may well thank God that "the 


night is far spent and the day is at 
hand." 
"The Run of righteousness 


shall rise with honlina in His bc.ims" 
(Malaehi iv. 21. The result will be the 
complete scattering of darkness, su- 
perstition and error, which for so long 
has more or less beclouded the minds 
of many of us to the true character 
of our God and the true teachings of 
His Word. 
It is because we arc in 


the dawning of the New Day that we 
nre beginning to see. as never before, 
the horrible features of our creed idols. 


The majority of Christians have not 


yet discovered the real character of 
tho Almighty. They nre 1n a transi- 
tion state. 
They no longer worship 


their idols ns formerly, yet they stilt 
worship them. 
We can direct them 


to worship the true God, but the idols, 
so monstrously misrepresent the God 
of all Grace that the worship is neces- 
snrlly fnint and half-hearted: or, as 
tho Apostle declares, it is merely "a 
•fann of godliness." without tho powor. 
the force, tho strength which should 
accompany the worship of the true 
God, rightly understood and properly 
reverenced. 


A Revulsion of Sentiment 


The dnwning of the light of the New 


Day of Messiah begins to waken us 
from the nightmares of the Diirk Ages. 
We have begun to doubt our creed 
Idols. 
Many have censed their wor- 


ehip altogether. 
Many others respect 


them merely ns fetishes of the p.ist. 
Rome nre nfrnid thnt if the m;isses 
cense to worship the idols nil rever- 
ence for holy things will pnss nwny 
nnd (he world will Inpse into henthen- 
Ish darkness. 
\Ve should remember, 


on the contrary, that wo have Seen in 


heathenish darkness, and are merely 
now escaping from it. 
The heathen 


lias had his idol of wood and stone 
while we have had more ethereal ones. 
The heathen's idols are ugly enough, 
yet far less horrible than the creed 
idols of civilized lands, 
No excuse 


will longer maintain idol worship of 
any kind. 


Looking For the Truth 


The great ditliculty with the masses 


Is that, repudiating the idols, they are 
lapsing into agnosticism—doubt. They 
know not what they believe. 
They 


are looking fur the Truth. They find 
the leaders of the creeds still bowing 
formally to the idols, but privately 
repudiating them. 
Such leaders aie 


unworthy of confidence and only par- 
tially honest. Hungry and thirsty for 
something to satisfy the craving of 
their hearts, the famishing people are 
turning toward pleasure. 
"They are 


lovers of pleasure more than lovers of 
God." 


Comparatively few any longer be- 


lieve in purgatory or everlasting tor- 
ment, but they believe that these doc- 
trines have a Scriptural foundation, 
which they proportionately discredit, 
and charge with being the source of 
all their ignorance and superstition in 
the past. With faith'in the Bible gone, 
the masses know not where to go nor 
whom to trust respecting enlighten- 
ment regarding the future. 
They are 


reaching the conclusion that every- 
thing is a big guess, and that they 
may as well do their own guessing as 
to pay a minister to do It for them. 


The situation is a deplorable one. 


As we have already intimated, human- 
ity is so constituted that religion holds 
the very highest place in his mental 
organism—the seat of power and con- 
trol in all the affairs of his life. 
With 


no fixed conviction, men are drifting. 
The learned are going into infidelity, 
under the more refined name of High- 
er Criticism. The poor and less learn- 
ed are going into doubt respecting any 
intelligent Creator or Supervisor. As 
a matter of fact they are saying not 
only there is no God who would tor- 
ment mankind eternally, but appar- 
ently, There is no God who takes any 
interest in humanity. 


In this frame of mind Socialism ap- 


peals to them. They propose to bring 
about "Paradise Restored." by the 
power of Socialism. They say to them- 
selves. "We are without a God, without 
a future hope, and without confidence 
in our former views, 'let us eat. drink 
and be merry'—let us enjoy life—let us 
get all that we can of pleasure out of 
present existence, for we are hopeless 
respecting a future one." Is it any 
wonder that the Apostle foretold that, 
under these conditions, the masses 
would become more and more pleas- 
ure-mud? 


Thus we account for the great la- 


ment that is going 
up 
from 
all 


churches that the pews are empty, and 
the cotlpction-boxes empty, and thnt 
the system would go down except for 
the benevolent wealthy, who really do 
not believe in the creed idols, but who 
desire that others shall believe in them 
and worship them. 
In a word, the 


crowds 
which once flocked to the 


churches, with their nickels and pen- 
nies, now make for the theatres and 
crowd the hard, rough "bleachers" of 
the ball grounds. 
They have become 


lovers of pleasure rather than lovers of 
God. 
because the representations of 


God in the various creeds are too re- 
pulsive, too irrational, too devilish, to 
be longer believed in or worshipped. 
What the people need is a general 
smashing of all the creed Idols and the 
unanimous return to the study of the 
Bible, and to the worship of the true 
God, 
which the Bible sets forth. 
Preachers Are In Perplexity 


Mo men in the world are to be more 


sympathized with than the preachers. 
The creed idols have been richly en- 
dowed by well-meaning votaries of the 
past. The interests of the clergy are 
ail wrapped up with the inreiests of

The people are hungering for some- 
thing better—for something consistent 
and rational and in accordance with 
the Bible declaration, that Divine .lus- 
tice. Wisdom, Love and Power are co- 
ordinate—that God is Love, and is as 
just ajafl wise and powerful as HP is 
loving. The people need to be shown 
a theology which will accord with this 
Divine character and with the Divine 
statement that 'known unto the Lord 
are all His works from the beginning

"And to thy Seed, which is 
Christ." and "If ye be Christ's, then 
are ye Abraham's Seed and heirs 
according to the promise" (Galatinns 
iii, 10. 29). All these are Heirs of the 
great promise that has not yet been 
fulfilled. 
The fulfilment waits until 


the completion of ." foreordained num- 
ber, an elect "little flock" of the saint- 
ly few. Then these, changed by the 
power of the First Resurrection, from 
human nature to divine nature (II Pe- 
ter i, 4), will constitute the glorious 
Kingdom of Messiah.
